The preaoilCO in this city of Sir Adolphe 
Caron, minister of militia and defence, on 
business connected with his department, 
and in which Victoria was chiefly con- 
cerned, quite naturally rendered it a duty 
and pleasure to acknowledge in a promi- 
nent maimer the high estimation in which 
our citizens hold him, and at the same 
time demonstrate the confidence existing 
in the government of which he is bo able 
and energetic n member. Hacked up by 
the continuous effort of our representa- 
tives, Sir Adolphe used his influence to 
secure the location of "C" Battery at Vic- 
toria, and though weighty influence was 
brought to bear from another quarter, yet 
tho promise that Victoria would be the 
point selected was faithfully carried out, 
and the final arrangements necessary to 
complete its permanence have been con- 
summated. 

Victoria, through its representatives, 
the city council, did but an act 
of courtesy in tendering Sir 
Adolphe a citizens banquet, and 
though there was but meagre time 
in which to make prepartions, yet when 
the company met at the Driard last even- 
ing at 7:.'IH, it was evident that those hav- 
ing the affair in charge had admirably car- 
ried out the intention.

The chairman proposed the toast of "The 
guest of the evening, Sir Adolphe Caron," 
in appropriate terms. The toast having 
been cordially drunk, Sir Adolphe Caron, 
who, upon rising, was greeted with load 
and continued cheers, said: "Your Honor, 
Mr. Mayor, and ( lentlemen: I believe, 
Mr. Mayor, in the opening remarks which an army 
prefaced this brilliant, banquet, that you 
accounted for some empty chairs by the 
fact that a Scotch dinner had taken [dace 
the night pieviously, and that owing to 
the patriotic feeling which always ani- 
mates the sons of Scotland many of them 
could not attend to-day. But, sir, in that 
case, what can you say of a man who has 
been receiving the well-known hospitality 
of British Columbia during a whole 
week, and who is called upon to-night, 
to-night, sir, to fulfil the pleasant, but 
dillicult duty of returning thanks for such 
hospitality I (Laughter and cheers.) 1 
have been received hy you all as if I had 
known you duaing the whole of my life- 
time, and in coining from the east by that 
line which has made of Canada one con- 
federation — not only 
nature, not only a 

merely amounts to such on paper, but one 
which defacto binds together every Can- 
adian. (Applause.) I feel that when I 
come hero to the capital 
tiinbia 1 am almost at 



graving dock for Imperial as well as for 
Canadian purposes, and the official recog- 
nition, by subsidy, of the expedience of 
the Island Railway, the speaker 
continued to say ; " I will now 
refer briefly to my own depart- 
ment. (Loud cheers.) lam glad to see 
that the very mention of my department 
is received with such applause. In 1881, 
when 1 took charge of the department of 
militia, a permanent organization was 
composed of batteries "A" and "IS,'' or 
about 350 men. 1 must tell you that "A'' 
and "B" and "C" (the last of which is in- 
stalled in your midst) are really the train- 
ing schools of Canada. Our forces are de- 
fensive and not aggressive; we don't want 
Canada but to he busy in 
building up our future and avoid those 
wars which have been so disastrous to 
other countries. It has been my priv- 
ilege and good fortune since 1 have taken 
charge of this department to 
be helped by one of the 
best officers of which Canada can boast, 
and it is by the experience of such as my 
Adjutant-General (applause) that I have 
been able to bring the force up to its 
present standard, and instead of having 
(150 men forming permanent force, we 
have to-day, when the infantry school of 
London will have been organized, a force 
of 1,000 men, who, in case of emergency, 
can be widely distributed and depended 
upon as pivot men who can drill 10,00(1 or

1 should in- 
deed be most vain if 1 could attribute to 
my own personal merit, this brilliant and 
grand demonstration; and, to explain my 
welcome among you 1 must go out of my 
own personal qualifications, and seek else- 
whore the reason why you, the leading 
men of British Columbia, some dis- 
tinguished in the parliament of their pro- 
vince, others who have taken a promin- 
ent and proud position in business lile — 
meet round this festive board for the 
purpose of welcoming me to the Pacific 
Slope. (Loud cheers.) And I cannot 
explain it more fully than by remarking 
that 1 see amongst you one of the most 
eminent members of the provincial 
Government, whom 1 had the 
pleasure of seeing at Ottawa, hut whose 
time was so completely taken up by his 
attention to the interests of this province 
that I could not. see so nucli of him as 1 
should have liked. " 

Sir Adolphe, having alluded to 
the time when, upon lirst entering 
the walks of politics, he met the 
respected and honored present Lieut.- 
Governorof the province (h ud applause), 
and bow the latter could count friends on 
both sides of the house, hut never ene- 
mies, continued: "Hut, as I was saying, I 
have to go beyond iuv own personal mer- 
its to mm uie reason ol mis lanon iiwapi- 
tality, this princely welcome which I am 
receiving at your hands. " 

Having alluded in glowing terms to the 
foremost of Canada's statesmen -Sir John 
Macdonald — the speaker resumed: "Look- 
ing to-day, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
to the time when Canada was composed 
of a few struggling provinces, divided 
from one another by separate tariffs, hy 
different curriencies - back to that period 
of time when a Canadian hardly knew a 
Canadian if one happened to he born on 
the shores of the St. Lawrence and the 
other on the prairies of Manitoba, we see 
to-day all the provinces united in one 
strong and powerful nationality: and if 
we only know how to remain true to our- 
selves and our destinies, 1 believe the 
day is fast coming when Canada wili take 
a position that any people ear. be proud 
of among the nations of the world. The 
fiercest conflicts which have ever been 
fought on any political battleground 
were fought by the present government 
to procure the laying of this grand trans- 
continental railway- this grand work of 
modern engineering, which will ever be an 
everlasting monument of the pluck, 
energy and self-reliance of live 
millions of Canadians. (Loud cheers.) 
1 remember the time when our political 
opponents stated that if we attempted to 
build a Canadian Pacific Railway we were 
certain to ruin Canada: that it would be 
at) unproductive road and that it would be 
impossible for it ever to meet the de- 
mands of such a large expenditure. We 
fought that battle, and Sir John stood up 
and with his party fought and secured, for 
Canada, the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Our opponents wanted a kind of amphib- 
ious railway, (laughter,) going, as it we.ro, 
half over land and half over water, which, 
as an old trapper truly remarked to me, 
could only he utilized a few months in 
each year. Not only has tiiis company, 
by the help of the government, succeeded 
in crossing a continent but it, has opened 
a new avenue of trade, and is building in 
England a line of steamers, which will 
make Japan and China still closer to ibo 
European markets ,1.1.1 give Canada the 
benefit of an enormous trade. And, Mr. 
Chairman, 1 am pleased to remark that, 
the Canadian has come to be a competitor 
of the American transcontinental lines, 
and it iH right that it should he so. The 
Americans are a very pushing people ami 
we don't, want to incite them to push too 
fast. (Laughter.) But living as we do, 
side by side with them, we have acquired 
some of their own qualities; we have be- 
come alive to their own ideas and are 
adopting their own policy of a national 
and protective tariff. We have felt that 
in taking advantage of our innocence 
(laughter) the Americans wore com- 
ing into our markets and under- 
selling our own manufacturers, but 
wo have taken a leaf out of their book 
and built uy a NationalPolicy, which I am 
proud to say has not diminished in any 
way the friendly relations which exist be- 
tween the two countries, but has kept 
Canadian markets for the Canadians. 
(Loud cheers). In the construction of the 
Canadian Pacilic railway we have fol- 
lowed their own example; but we were a 
young people. The Americans were a 
strong, powerful nation and we had great 
obstacles to overcome, but we kept stead- 
ily lo work, and now, gentlemen, we have 
the grand Canadian Pacific railway. 
(Loud cheers). And, sir, let me say here 
to-night, i hat as a Canadian 1 look 
upon it not only as a great na- 
tional highway for Canada, but 
iis one of the most important 
attributes of Canada towards the Empire. 
(Loud cheers.) It will afford means for 
Kngland to send over a road traversing 
in all its extent Canadian territory*, her 
troops or heavy ordnance or anything 
which may be required for her colonies in 
the east, I have spoken of this subject 
much longer than I intended to but, Mr.

BEET SUGAR CULTURE. 

It is .-mid that the Frasec river ',a ad- 
mirably adapted for tho cultivation of 
beets. Why should not beet, sugar cul- 
ture become an important item in the in- 
dustries of British Columbia? Here is 
what- Clans Sprockets had to say about it 
to a large audience in Watsonville, Cali- 
fornia: 

I have just returned from Austria, Ger- 
many and France, where 1 inspected thor- 
oughly t he cultivation and manufacture of 
beets into sugar. My visit bus convinced 
inn that it is advisable to locate sugur- 
beet factories in California and nil over 
the United States. Here we can raise a 
million tons of sugar. We have the soil 
and tho climatu and only need to put the 
machinery into motion. 1 am not exactly 
a farmer, but I knew something of the 
methods in this business. You can suc- 
ceed if you have good machinery with the 
latest, improvements. It was tried here 
eighteen years ago and failed, even when 
sugar was 1- cents a pound, I can sue- 
soed now, and it shall not be a failure, I 
am only one of (15,000,000, and can- 
not do everything alone. Hut I 
must have the. support of tho farm- 
ers. Compare the situation of tho farmers 
here and in Germany. Wo must have in- 
dustries tu uphold the families who live 
here. German farm lands have been cul- 
tivated for a thousand years in boots and 
grain, and I felt sorry that many farmers 
here were not as well fixed as they tire in 
Germany, Some of you have not had tho 
opportunity to become independent and 
wealthy, but valleys like this are not to 
be found all over the State. You musl 
remember that you must not take away 
from the soil all the time, but you must 
put something back. If you haven tank 
full of water and only take one glass of 
water away from it each day it will in time 
become empty. In the same way land re- 
cedes in productiveness if you fail to put 
something back in it. Every three years 
you should grow a crop of beets. The lirst 
year, boots; the second year, grain; the 
third year, manure the laud and again 
grow grain, and then cultivate beets 
again. Tints, if you have a farm of a 
bundled acres, you can eaeb year have 
thirty-three acres in beets, and you will 
find that those thirty-three acres will give 
you a heller ret urn than the whole of the 
other sixty-seven acres. Farmers ohotild 
not from 850 to 876 an acre for 
their beets, while for wheat you 
only clear about eighty cents a bushel, with 
fifteen or twenty bushels to the acre. I 
propi iseto erect factories that will consume 
350 tons of boots in twenty-four hours. 
This will ret pi ire seven tons of lime, 
which is ii good fertilizer, and can be 
returned to the soil again. Sometimes 
jam uiul feed is scarce, you can cut your 
straw and Lake the pulp from the beets 
to food your cattle, when you will have 
sleek cattle all the year round and be able | 
to put plenty of manure back to the soil. 
In Germany the fanners say t hoy cannot j 
raise wheat to compete with California, 
but they do better than us in sugar. Ger- ; 
many exports 600,000 tons of sugar and 
produces 1,024,000 tons. We will do the ) 
same here. In Austria there are "Joo beet- j 
sugar factories; in Switzerland, 2(54; in 
Belgium, 183; in Holland, 44; in Ger- 
many, 402; in Denmark, in Sweden,! 
!); in Spain, in; in Italy, 7, but the last 
two ara not t, success. There are '.100 fac- 
tories in Europe. France produces from 
500,000 to 600,000 tons of sugar, and it 
has one central factory. Ten miles away 
there are small plantations, where the, 
beets are cut by machinery and diffused. 
From these all the liquor is pumped to I 
the central factory, but I would prefer to j

bearing to the country the best and 
most attractive works of men of 
eminence in literature, science mid 
art. Through the attractions of such 
writers as Cobb, Southworth, Dickons, 
Bancroft, Tyng, Edward Everett and 
Henry Ward Beeoher, and the excellent 
management of Mr. Bonner, it is no won- 
der that the Ledger attained th -j enormous 
circulation that made it a household word 
throughout tho nation.

guine man even for a Frenchman. How 
far reaching a failure in this stupendous 
work would be may be imagined from the 
fact that holders of this canal stock uiul 
bonds number about 400,000.

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OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 



Chamberlain Talks to the Washington 
Reporters. 



hie carefully Guarded Language Ksoltea the 
Mirth or the Newspaper Men-r-Soolall a 
Gay Season. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Washington, Nov. 23. — Washington 
i« throwing off the lethargy of tlte recess, 
and putting on all the bustling activity 
of the winter season. American legisla- 
tors, unlike their Canadian prototypes, 
do not delay their departure for the cap- 
ital until tho opening <>t the session. 
There is already a largo number <>f Con- 
gre8smon in the city, and as soon us the 
Thanksgiving turkey has been discussed 
in the patriotic feast of to-morrow tlio in- 
flux of statesmen will bo great and con- 
stunt. If there is any rite tlio American 
congressman religiously observes it is the 
immolation of the Thanksgiving turkey 
beneath the shade of the domestic penatea 
and tins ho regards as a fitting prepara 
tion for the personal sacrifices lie is called 
upon to make annually at the altar of his 
national peimtes. 

The arrival of the fisheries commission- 
era has advanced the social season a few 
weeks, and these distinguished diplomats 
are receiving daily testimonials of Wash- 
ington hospitality. Their advent naturally 
lias also revived an interest in the vexed 
fisheries question. Tlio American people 
now realize that this is an issue of surpas- 
sing importance involving a grave inter- 
national problem which if not speedily re- 
solved in a friendly spirit may lead to the 
most serious consequences. It cannot be 
denied by the most optimistic politicians 
that the relations between Canada and 
the United States have been strained by 
the seizures which have already become 
historic, and Chamberlain but emphasises 
the necessity of a speedy solution of the 
fisheries question when he says that al- 
most all the serious disputes between the 
nations have originated from very trivial 
causes. But the regulation of a nation's 
fisheries is nol a trivial matter. Disputed 
acquatic rights have been the fruitful 
cause of international troubles in all 
ages in all parts of the world and there is 
a good deal of apprehension here that his- 
tory may repeat itself ill 'bis particular in 
the near future if something is not done 
to remove the existing cause of irritation 
between the neighboring nations of Can- 
ada and the I'nited States. Chamberlain 
says that there has been no sentiment in 
linglimcl in favor of war created by this 
dispute, and he has even asserted that the 
mere suggestion of war between I'mglaud 
and the United States woud be regarded 
as a crime m England. That pacific feel- 
ing on the other side of the Atlantic is 
• somewhat jug-handled, for last session the 
fisheries question was discussed in Wash- 
ington amid such feverish excitement, 
which the belligerent spirit manifested by 
the Canadian authorities only served to 
intensify, and while statesmen clamored 
for retaliation the people breathed defiance 
to Great Britain. The news of the crea- 
tion of a commission to suggest a settle- 
ment of the question was received with a 
feeling of relief and as a timly act. As 
regards the personnel of the Com mission 
there is a feeling in this city that Sir John 
A. Macdonald should have been selected 
to represent Canada not because there is 
any personal objection to Sir Charles 
Tupper, but because Sir John is still le- 
inotnbered here as an able diplomat, and 
the man of all conservatives best fitted to 
negotiate a treaty of this kind. |Chambor- 
lain, despite the opposition with which 
his appointment has been received, is to- 
day the diplomatic lion of the commis- 
sion. Immediately upon his arrival in 
Washington the Arlington was beseiged 
by newspaper correspondents who were 
refused an audience with a promise that 
Mr. Chamberlain would meet the news- 
paper men ill n body Oil the following 
evening at 5 o'clock. This reception was 
a most interesting affair. At the appoint- 
ed hour some fifty newpaper men were 
assembled ill one of the parlors of the dip- 
lomatic headquarters. Presently a mes- 
senger appeared and said, 

"Are all the reporters here I 
"Reports is, reportahs," exclaimed a 
youthful correspondent "I was not aware 
there were any reportahs lie ar !" 

"Anyway if you are all here you can 
follow me up stairs," returned the mes- 
senger. 

Up stairs was a brilliantly lighted ami 
elegantly furnished reception room in the 
centre of which was a table crowded with 
bottles, glasses and a box of cigars. 
Chamberlain did not keep his guests 
waiting long. He entered from a side 
door, and as members of his stall' were 
Milting to and fro all the time it was not 
until he spoke' that his identity was estab- 
lished. In his first words he committed 
the same misdemeanor lhat his messenger 
had committed below. He called the 
correspondents reporters. 

"Really" he observed as he adjusted 
his eyeglass "1 thought I had met all the 
reporters in New York but there seem to 
he a great many more here." 

The young man who had remonstrated 
with the messenger did not at this point 
protest loud enough to he heard against, 
this second degradation of his species. 
The interview lasted an hour. Everybody 
was at liberty to ask questions. Some of 
the questions were wise, but most of them 
otherwise, and these Chamberlain 
answered in a manner that excited the 
mirth of all except the questioner. For 
example one correspondent wanted to 
know it there wore any insurmountable 
obstacles in the way of a sat isfactory and 
final agreement. 

"I think not" was the quiet reply. 
"Had there been any reason so apprehend 
that there; was an insurmountable obstacle 
ill the way of a satisfactory and final 
agreement I should not have been here." 
The assembled newspaper men were 
evidently prepared upon the slightest 
provocation to laugh at any one of their 
number who made a fatut pan, and this 
was the first excuse atl'orhod them for 
merriment . 

"Do you expect to arrive at a new in- 
terpretation of the old treaty or to nego- 
tiate a new treaty" another asked. 

"I do not see how a new interpretation 
...I an old treaty can be anything but a 
new treaty," Mr. Chamberlain responded. 

For a moment there was a dead silence 
which the diplomat broke by asking if 
everybody Weil' smoking. Mr. Bergne of 
flu: British Foreign office discovered a few 

delinquents, and pi iply supplied them 

with cigars and mat dies. High above the 
stertorous breathing of an asthniatical old 
gentleman could bo heard the stratching 
of a diplomatic quill pen in the rear of 
the mom. Suddenly this modified tran- 
quility was desl royed. 

"By the way .Mr. Chamberlain" some 
body asked "I suppose you expect by 
thoso negotiations to settle this question 
for ever." 

The interviewer smiled. 

"For ever" he said "is a long time. 

Tiie smile was caught up in an exagger- 
ated form by the audience and the ques- 
tioner did not. insist upon a more specific 
reply. So the war ol words was waged to 
I he amused interest of the older corres- 
pondents who sal back behind their 
glasses (eye-glasses) without uttering a 
word. Novices rushed in where veterans 
I eared tot read and some evidently took 
their lirst lessons in interviewing on that 



becaufio it was -not the policy of the Gov- 
ernment; which Sir Charles represented. 
It would not be introduced by him, and 
if it were not introduced by the American 
commissioners it was not likely that the 
question would be introduced at all. From 
this it would appetr that whatever the 
conclusion reached is it will be indepen- 
dent of commercial union. 

The commission has been formally or 
ganized for business, and will moot daily 
until the negotiations are concluded. 
When this will bo no one knows, no one 
can surmise. No information respecting 
the negotiations can lie obtained, and 
lest anything should be published about 
the work of the commission Secretary 
Bayard has announced that all such pub- 
lications will bo without foundation, in 
this way he brands as false in advance 
anything that may be said on this point. 
The general opinion is that the negotia- 
tors will reach tin unanimous conclusion, 
but there is a good deal of doubt as to 
whether the dr.' ft of the treaty will be 
ratified by the Senate. In some quarters 
it is asserted that the Senate instead of 
giving tlie instrument submitted to them 
by the commissioners the force of a 
treaty that they will submitt a proposition 
to the President, for the ratification of 
Canada and England.
